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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pub No. 
US 2003/0208684 A1 to Camacho et al. (further referred to as Camacho). 

Regarding claim 1 , Camacho discloses an apparatus for collecting account 
information (page 2, paragraph 27), comprising: 

A receiver for receiving account transaction information, wherein said account 
transaction information contains information regarding the transaction and at least one 
of the identity of and contact information for the at least one of merchant, vendor, bank, 
financial institution, brokerage firm, electronic money account, communication account 
provider, electronic information provider, electronic transaction intermediary, involved in 
the transaction, wherein said receiver receives a request to receive at least one of 
account transaction information, said information regarding the transaction, and said at 
least one of the identity of and contact information for the at least one of merchant, 
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vendor, bank, financial institution, brokerage firm, electronic money account, 
communication account provider, electronic information provider, electronic transaction 
intermediary, involved in the transaction (page 1, paragraph 15; page 2, paragraphs 27- 
28; page 3, paragraphs 32 and 37); 

A memory device for storing said account transaction information (page 3, 
paragraph 32); 

A processor for processing at least one of said account transaction information 
and said request, wherein said processor generates a response to said request (page 3, 
paragraph 35); and 

A transmitter for transmitting said response to said request to a requesting 
individual (page 3, paragraph 35; page 4, paragraph 42). 

Regarding claim 7, Camacho discloses a method for collecting account 
information (page 2, paragraph 27), comprising: 

Receiving account transaction information, wherein said account transaction 
information contains information regarding the transaction and at least one of the 
identity of and contact information for the at least one of merchant, vendor, bank, 
financial institution, brokerage firm, electronic money account, communication account 
provider, electronic information provider, electronic transaction intermediary, involved in 
the transaction (page 1, paragraph 15; page 2, paragraphs 27-28; page 3, paragraphs 
32 and 37); 
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Receiving a request to receive at least one of account transaction information, 
said information regarding the transaction, and said at least one of the identity of and 
contact information for the at least one of merchant, vendor, bank, financial institution, 
brokerage firm, electronic money account, communication account provider, electronic 
information provider, electronic transaction intermediary, involved in the transaction 
(page 1, paragraph 15; page 2, paragraphs 27-28; page 3, paragraphs 32 and 37); 

Storing said account transaction information (page 3, paragraph 32); 

Processing at least one of said account transaction information and said request 
(page 3, paragraph 35); 

Generates a response to said request (page 3, paragraph 35); and 

Transmitting said response to said request to a requesting individual (page 3, 
paragraph 35; page 4, paragraph 42). 

Regarding claims 2 and 8, Camacho discloses the apparatus and method 
wherein at least one of said account transaction information and said response to said 
request contain at least one of the name, address, phone number, facsimile number, 
telex number, contact information, e-mail address, uniform resource locator (URL), 
link(s), hyperlink(s), linking information for linking an account holder back to at least one 
of a merchant, a vendor, a store a financial institution a bank, a brokerage firm, an 
electronic cash or money account administrator, a cellular telephone, a wireless 
communication device, an electronic information provider, and an electronic transaction 
intermediary, transaction data and/or information can also include, and at least one of a 
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digital tag(s), a digital signature(s), a digital watermark(s) associated with at least one of 
a merchant, a vendor, a store, a financial institution, a bank, a brokerage firm, an 
electronic cash or money account administrator, a cellular telephone, a wireless 
communication device, an electronic information provider, and an electronic transaction 
intermediary (page 1, paragraph 15; page 2, paragraph 27; page 3, paragraph 32; page 
7, paragraph 65; page 8, paragraph 76; page 10, paragraph 97; page 15, paragraph 
147). 

Regarding claims 3 and 9, Camacho discloses the apparatus and method 
wherein said apparatus and method further comprising processes transaction 
information for a plurality of at least one of accounts and types of accounts (page 1 , 
paragraph 15; page 3, paragraph 32-33). 

Regarding claims 4 and 10, Camacho discloses the apparatus and method 
wherein said apparatus and method further comprising provides aggregated account 
information (page 4, paragraphs 44 and 47; page 8, paragraph 80). 

Regarding claims 5 and 1 1 , Camacho discloses the apparatus and method 
wherein said response contains at least one of a link, a hyperlink, and information, for at 
least one of linking and connecting an individual with said at least one of a merchant, a 
vendor, a store a financial institution a bank, a brokerage firm, an electronic cash or 
money account administrator, a cellular telephone, a wireless communication device, an 
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electronic information provider, and an electronic transaction intermediary (page 1, 
paragraph 15; page 2, paragraph 28; page 3, paragraph 35; page 6, paragraph 62; 
page 10, paragraph 97; page 12, paragraphs 115 and 121). 

Regarding claims 6 and 12, Camacho discloses the apparatus and method 
wherein said apparatus and method further comprising provides a personalized 
transaction account directory (page 2, paragraph 27; page 3, paragraph 32; page 5, 
paragraph 51).
